THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Woodstock 
in the County of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs; 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House’ 
in said Woodstock, on Tuesday, the ninth day of 
March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriation of the same. 


3. To choose Delegates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention. 


4. To see if the town wili vote to pay forty cents 
per hour for labor, and one dollar and twenty cents per 
hour for trucks including driver. 


5. To see if the town will vote to establish an 
eight hour day for town labor. 


6. To see what action the town will take in re- 
gard to land for Cemetery purposes. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept One 
Hundred Dollars from Mrs. Gilman R. Woodbury, of 
Whitefield, for perpetual care of cemetery lots. 


8. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to distribute the inventory blanks at time of 
taking the inventory. 


9. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to hire such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary in anticipation of taxes. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate such sums of money as recommended in the 
budget. 


11. To see how much discount the town will vote 
to allow on taxes paid on or before September 1, 1937. 


12. To see if the town will vote to charge twenty 
cents on poll taxes not paid after December 1, 1937. 


13. To see if the town will vote to accept the prop- 
erty of Annie Moulton, in the towns of Woodstock and 
Thornton, and pay the said Annie Moulton, thirty dol- 
lars per month during her lifetime. 


14. To hear reports of Agents, Auditors, Commit- 
tees and other Officers heretofore chosen, and pass any 
vote in relation thereto. 


15. To see if the town will vote to have all town 
roads plowed with truck, when convenient, and all side 
roads, church and school: driveways sanded when 
necessary. 


16. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before this meeting.

PARKS AND PLAYGROUND ACCOUNT 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Woodstock: 


We hereby submit our annual report on the Parks 
and Playground account. 


The Woodstock Outing Club undertook one ma- 
jor project during the past year. This is the tobog- 
gan shute, which is now in use. The shute is located 
on land in North Woodstock, known as the Fey Reser- 
vation. We. worked with the State Forestry Depart- 
ment on this and they cooperated with us to the ex- 
tent of furnishing all labor necessary to erect the 
shute. The Club furnished all material for the shute 
which cost us $ 76.37. This bill came in too late to 
be included in this years financial report. 


The lighting of the shute, which has just been 
completed, was accomplished by the help of the Pemi- 


44 


gewasset Electric Co., who furnished -all materia}! and 
labor necessary for the installation except, bulbs, a 
small quantity of lumber including posts, and the labor 
necessary for digging the post holes. Although we 
have received no bill for these items we expect that 
$ 15.00 will cover the cost. 

Upon requests to the State and United States 
Government hatcheries the Club arranged for the 
planting of thousands of fish in the various streams 
and ponds within the bounds of the Township. The 
Club had no expense except the cost of dumping the 
fish into the streams and ponds. 

The Club had the grass mowed on Soldiers Park 
and some of the underbrush cleaned away besides do- 
ing a small amount of grading in one corner. 

The mowing of the Ski Trails was done by the 
United States Forest Service with no expense to the 
Club. The Forest Service alsc built over the Fire- 
place at the shelter on Russell Mt., and did quite a 
little work on the trails such as levelling and widening. 

At the present time we are working with the 
Forest Service on the clearing of the Atwood pasture 
so that it may be used for Open Slope Skiing. We 
expect this to be completed for next season.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


‘School Board and Citizens of the Woodstock School 
| District: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Super- 
-intendent of Schools. The statistical information for 
the year 1935-1986 appears elsewhere in this report. 


During the summer Mrs. Henrietta K. Towers, re- 
signed from the School Board and the other two mem- 
bers appointed Mrs. Ida T. Sawyer to serve until the 
next district meeting. 


The teaching staff at North Woodstock is the 
same this year. At Woodstock, {Dorothy Douglass 
and Beth Bolton resigned after periods of faithful 
and successful work. 


Mary C. Cahill is at present in charge of the 
Woodstock Grammar room. She is doing unique work 
in manual training and sewing at the same time keep- 
ing the academic work up to standard. Henrietta K. 
Towers is teacher of the Primary room. 


The scholastic work of the district is progressing 
very well in my opinion. The teachers are interested 
in the children not only as a group but as individuals 
as can readily be seen by the problems which they 
present for help in solution. A series of meetings is 
being held when problems are discussed and the com- 
mon experience of the group is pooled. A sustained 
effort is being made to enlarge the reading and speak- 
ing vocabularies of the children to improve their silent 
and oral reading. The teachers of their own volition 
have organized Children’s Savings Clubs, to encourage 
thrift. Sums up to a dollar are left with the teacher 
and a receipt issued. When a dollar is reached it is 
deposited in the savings bank. 


The evaluation of accomplishment by means of 
marks is always difficult and never satisfactory to 
everyone. Educational experts and authorities con- 
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sider the normal percentages of marks regardless of 
the system to be approximately 7% A, 24% B, 
38% C, 24% Dand7% E. No effort is made in this 
Supervisory Union to force the mark into these per- 
centages, but it is interesting to see that in “the nor- 
mal course of distribution of marks” the sum of A’s 
and B’s will aggregate 62% and A’s will approximate 
only seven per cent. 


The position of “standard” in any system is diffi- 
cult to establish. If it is placed conveniently low for 
all to receive flattering grades legitimate complaint 
immediately arises that a large number of pupils are 
doing little or nothing and that the taxpayers’ money 
is being dissipated. On the other hand if the “stand- 
ard’’ is too high an atmosphere of discouragement re- 
tards motivation of learning. 


The system of marking set up in this Supervisory 
Union is a sincere effort to give the average child an 
opportunity to pass regularly from grade to grade 
learning all that can reasonably be expected at the 
same time recognizing those of exceptional scholar- 
ship. The percentage of non-promotions last year in 
the district was 1 2-5 below the average of the State, 
so it would seem that by and large the children are 
doing about the same in the district as throughout the 
state. 


I believe that if the reports of the School Nurse 
were followed up more carefully there would be better 
scholarship in many cases. The last report before 
me shows 58 children under nourished, 6 of defective 
hearing and an alarming situation of 38 children, or 
over 20% of defective vision. Probably all those 
children do not need medical attention, but it is fair 
to assume that a considerable number are straining 
their eyes to do fair work where with glasses they 
could do good work without detriment to their vision. 

Since my last report a metal fence has been set 
up at the Woodstock school. 


During the present year the Board expects to put 
in electric gongs at North Woodstock and Woodstock 
in order to more efficiently operate fire drills and to 
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summon children into the building. A  no-school 
alarm of 3-3-8 will be hereafter sounded by the siren 
at 8:00 o’clock to advise the general public of the clos- 
ing of schools on account of bad weather. 


The finances of the district are carefully and pru- 
dently handled. An accummulated balance of 
$ 1,028.78 due from the town and further savings will 
leave an estimated district balance of $ 1,800.00 of 
the district funds which makes possible a substantial 
reduction in the amount asked to be raised by taxation.

Dear Superintendent McCurdy: 


I hereby submit my seventh annual report of 
Woodstock High School. 


School began on September 9th, 1936, with an 
enrollment of 42 pupils. At present there are 40, since 
three members have left school, and one new mem- 
ber has been added. Arranged according to classes 
the distribution is as follows: eight seniors, nine Jun- 
iors, seventeen sophomores, and six freshmen. 


This year we have been able to add a daily activity 
period to our regular curriculum. The time is used 
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for review work in the fundamentals, such as spelling, 
and for the study of extra short non-unit courses. A 
course in the principles of auto driving has been given. 
At the present time the period is being used for educa- 
tional guidance work. 


The extra-curricula activities include the follow- 
ing: the school paper, “The Profile’; the senior play; 
the Woodstock Inter-scholastic Carnival; debating; 
school chorus; school orchestra; and baseball; which 
was played in the Pemigewasset League. 


I am pleased that new desk tops are to replace the 
older ones in the main room, and that new text books 
are taking the place of those now out of date. 


I am including a statement showing how the 
money appropriated for the Woodstock High School 
athletics has been used during the past two years. 
I greatly appreciate this aid.
